GORRESPONDENGE. 
Me. HENNESSY’S CERTIFICATES OF 
CHARACTER. ; 
To the Editor of the ‘Cura Mart,” 
January 29th. 

8rn,—I think a fictlttous importance has 
boon attached to tho vislt of Lau Kwan-yih 
to Hongkong. It is in no senso whatever 
an act of the Chinese Government or of a 
Chinese official, It was a private visit 
from a gentleman who held the position of 
Viceroy of the Two Kwang but did not 
hold it when he came here, and who is to 
hold the offica of the Two Kiang but did 
not hold it when he came here, He was 
careful to explein this, ard emphatic to 
bluntness in explaining that had he been 
in any office he could have paid no visit to 
this Colony or the Governor thereof, with- 
out referring to Poking for pormission, 
Agaln, the visit wasa roturn vislt to one 
paid by Mr Hennessy (iiot J. Pope Hen- 
nessy as Governor) to Lau Kwan-yih. 
This visit is the first of {ts kind; and the 
fact has boon repeated so often that folks 
may come to think thoro is really something 
in it, This ie what underlies it. Mr Hen- 
nessy has got this kind of visit of which he Is 
so proud—this -kind-of -vislt- no previous 
Governor ever got—purely and simply 
because he did what no previous Governor 
over did with a view to securing it. He, 
departing from - all official propriety 
and practice, pald an unofficial visit last 
year to the Viceroy at Canton, and to the 
almple mind of Lau Kwan-ylh proved that 
in his non-cfficlal oapacity he could lay on 
the butter thickly. lt was but natural 
that the flattered Chinaman should “claw”: 
Hennessy as Hennessy bad “clawed” him; 
but it is offensive to poople’s nense of 
official decency that there should be an 
official report drawn up of the scraps 
of small talk that ensued and of the fool- 
ish and fulsome eulogy of his host in 
which Lau Kwan-yih indulged, But thia 
official report, having firat gone through 
tho form of appearing in the Daily Press, is 
to be found to-day in the Government Ga- 
ztte. This action, and tho roport ‘itself, 
aré beneath criticlam; they are almply 
contemptible. While we know all this, the 
poople at home do uot know it ; it goes 
down thore as a fair and impartial report of 
the event, one attaching something like that 
amouut of Importance to {t which it ac- 
tually dosorves ; and Mr Hennessy’s self- 
glorifying desires aro gratified. The lustro 
of the fulsome compliments Mr Kwan-yih 
paid him are considerably dimmed by the 
fact that certificates ot character equally 
good were granted on the same day by tho 
unofficial visit of tlie ex-Vicoroy of the Two 
Kwang to the Governor of Macao, a gentle- 
man who bas been ia the country only a fow 
days, Apart from these questions, however, 
I could point out that to gain flattery from 
the ex-Viceroy of an alien nation, to be 
lauded “by @ Japanese minister whoso 
knowledge of finance exceeds (Mr Hen- 
nessy told us) that of Gladstone, {s not a 
very high compliment to any Colonial 
Governor, When anyoue in the Service 
galna therespect of the Colonists over whom 
he haa been deputed to rule—respect either 
for his policy or for himself personally, or 
for both—he has a right to.be proud of it, 
but no such respect of either kind bas Mr 
Hennessy as yet gained here, This is more 
emphatically true of him than perhaps of 
any other Governor wo have ever had. 
From this fact has arisen the necessity of 
Mr Hennersy’s bolstering up that roputation 
atthe Volonial Office, pe amongst friendsin 
Parliament, which inevitably forms so im- 
portaut an element in the calculationa of 
‘every “political adventurers The work of 
‘construction now going on under our very 
nose it_is perhaps interesting to observe, | 
butit is not at all an edifying process to 
contemplate. Our preasnt Governor may 
go back to London and may go before the 
electors of Cork; it may be as Sir John Pope 
Hennessy, possessing certificates of char- 
ao‘or from the Finance Minister of Japan, 
the Viceroy of the Two Kiang, the 
Aborigines Protection Society, and such 
advanced men of learning and’ conspicuous 
ability. as Me Ng Ohoy ; but the fact will 
remain on record that no Governor ever 
held ao small a place’ in the minds of the

they presented a “grand startling military

spectacle”? which pourtrays or travesties 
the Incidents of Ieandula and Rorke’s Drift. 
Tho: British Army is cencentrated in some 
40 or 60 picked mon from the 50th Regi- 
ment, presently atationed in the Castle, in 
full uniform, armed with Sniders and sur- 
mounted with rather ornamental “ solah 
topees.” Equestrians in red regimontals 
enter the arena on horse-back as the officers. 
Tlio Zulus are personated by some forty 
men in black tights and black faces, dressed 
with theskins of beasts, docked with foathers 
and armed with shield and assogai ; among 
the camp-followors the women are attired 
more like tldy, full-dressed* Indian ayahs, 
but I suppose the Lord Chamberlain” of 
the Circus folt ho must supersede tho usual 
Zulu female wardrobo if he wished to retain 
female patrons In.the reserved scats, The 
scone opens ona gathering of tho Zulu 
braves hastily marched together to meot 
their king ; with tho. chiefs and their men 
come 8 squad of female water-carriora aud 
& lovy of boys tending cattle, sheep and 
goats, Ketchwayo arrives and 1s received 
with many aalaame. After a ‘* palaver,” an 
English Envoy onters preceded by a flag 
of truce, his demands are refused and the 
King dismisses him after o long discussion 
on the powor aud-taotics of the “ pale-faced 
Queen” and her people; then there is 
war danco,-next comes a Britlsh encamp- 
ment. Tonts aro pitched, a fire is kindled, 
the soldiers are drilled. Then the mon 
play cards and smoke and the ofticora dis- 
ouas politics and sing songs, all this by 
moonlight, that is the electrio light, has a 
very realistic effect. Then the Zulus sur- 
round them. Square is formed and gang 
after gang of the braves come down and 
throw their assogaia; these are shot, but they 
run away todo duty o’er again. Latterly the 
solJiera leave their square and 8» fall casy 
victims to a combined ‘‘impi,” then there 
1a a very tragic encounter hetween Coghill 
and Melville on theone hand and the Zulua 
or the othor in the struggles for the colours. 
And last of all comes Rorke’s Drift. There 
mealie bags are piled up, and the soldiers 
keep their position till the Zalua are routed, 
and, tho hospital blazing in the meantime, 
all winds up with victory and ‘'God save 
the Queen.” A doul of controversy is rifo 
as to the propriety of suc’: a representation 
of so recent events. Itis an open quostion 
whether the names of the brave officera 
who fell should thus be put ‘down in the 
bill” before the tear of sorrow has well 
dried on- the cheeka. of thelr. relatives, 
Otherwise the spectacle fs well conceived 
and excellently performed, 

Tha performance more appropriate to a 
cirevs is represented of curse by the 
manner in which the horses behave. - One
